The Green Gardener program was designed by officials in Santa 
Barbara County who were concerned about chemicals in the water that 
would pollute their bays. Santa Clara County is the third county in the 
state to use the program and MAEP first offered the class in the Spring 
of 2008. Each two-hour weekly session is taught by a different Master 
Gardener or Landscape Professional. Students will learn how to reduce 
urban runoff and storm water pollution from landscape maintenance 
activities; improve the appearance and value of landscapes; how to use 
the correct irrigation methods; and to use resources wisely. 

The Spanish session will be offered on Tuesday’s beginning 
January 20 from 4 to 6 p.m. and the English session will be offered on 
Wednesday’s beginning January 21 from 4 to 6 p.m. The registration fee 
for the class is $120. Some scholarships are available for those working 
in the landscape maintenance business, first come/first served.

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Nuevas leyes aumentaran

Con la llegada del nuevo año 
han entrado en vigor las leyes 
aprobadas por el legislativo de 
California en 2008 que supondrán, 
en muchos casos, un aumento de las 
multas por infracciones de tráfico. 
Las leyes de un impacto inmediato 
son las que se refieren a las nuevas 
normas de tráfico que prohíben a 
los conductores enviar mensajes de 
texto por teléfono. 

Un total de 772 nuevas normas 
entraron en vigor el 1 de enero y que 
fueron aprobadas a lo largo del año 
que estuvo, no obstante, marcado 
por los problemas presupuestarios 
y el déficit fiscal acumulado en 
California. Los mensajes de texto 
enviados por teléfono han quedado 
prohibidos para aumentar la segu- 
ridad en las carreteras y dado el 
número de accidentes provocados 
por la distracción de los conductores 
cuando escribían o leían mensajes. 

La nueva ley “SB 28” establece 
que los conductores que escriban, 
envíen o, incluso, lean un mensaje 
de texto mientras están al volante 
de su vehículo pagarán una multa 
de 20 dólares por la primera infrac- 


ción y 50 dólares por reincidir. La 
relación de nuevas normas aumenta 
las tarifas para el registro en las 
escuelas para aprender a conducir 
y el impuesto de registro anual de 
los vehículos. Por otra parte, desde 
el 1 de enero ha aumentado un 6.7% 
el salario mínimo que perciben 
los trabajadores en California al 
pasar de 7.50 dólares la hora a 8.00 
dólares. Otras leyes que han entrado 
en vigor incluyen multas a personas 
que hagan llamadas de rutina al 911 
de 50 y 100 dólares. 

Hasta ahora una persona podía 
llamar al 911 sin que fuera una 
emergencia un máximo de dos veces 
al año. Por otro lado, las personas 
que quieran poner una demanda 
de divorcio tendrán que pagar 30 
dólares adicionales y habrá menos 
consideraciones para conductores 
en libertad condicional por manejar 
bajo la influencia de las drogas y el 
alcohol. Además de tratar de aumen- 
tar la seguridad en las carreteras, las 
nuevas normas incrementarán los 
ingresos de California para paliar 
la deuda pública que arrastra el 
estado. EFE

Think of a perfect island in 
the Caribbean. One with blazing 
sunlight... white sand beaches... 
bluer-than-blue water. You get the 
idea. Now, make it easy to get there 
(on lots of flights with just one or 
two stops along the way) and at 
bargain prices. Oh, and the local 
currency is in U.S. dollars. And you 
don't'need a passport. The spot I’m 
talking about is actually a cluster of 
three islands. Located a.little east 
of Puerto Rico, they're called the 
U.S. Virgin Islands, and along with 
Puerto Rico, Guam, the Northern 
Marianas and American Samoa, 
they're U.S. territories. Thus, the 
no-passport benefit. 

The U.S. Virgins, locally 
known as the USVI, or just the VI, 
have been flying the American flag 
since 1917. Back then, with World 
War I raging, there were fears 
in Washington that the Germans 
might set up submarine bases on 
the islands. So we bought them 
from Denmark, their owner at the 
time, for $25 million. Today, that 
might buy you a couple of villas

overlooking the gorgeous bays of 
St. Thomas, St. John or St. Croix, 
the VI’s three main islands. 

Why are they called the “Vir- 
gin” islands?” The story goes: When 
Christopher Columbus first spotted 
the islands in 1493, on his second 
voyage to the New World, he was so 
taken by their beauty that he named 
them after the legendary 11,000 
virgin handmaidens of the British 
princess St. Ursula. 

Part 1 of this special report 
takes La Oferta’s readers to St. 
Croix, the largest of the three 
islands. Part 2 will focus on St. 
Thomas and St. John.Historians 
say Columbus named the big island 
Santa Cruz (“holy cross”) when he 
hoisted the Spanish flag there on 
Nov. 14, 1493. Later on came the 
flags of Great Britain, The Nether- 


lands, France (which renamed the 
island St. Croix), the Knights of 


Malta and Denmark, the latter in 
the mid-1700s. 

On sightseeing tours of St. 
Croix, tourists are shown remnants 
of all these owners, from the spot 
where Columbus landed to can- 
non-studded forts, 18th century 
plantations and sugar mills, botani- 
cal gardens, ancient cathedrals and 
old-time government buildings. 
The tours leave plenty of time 
for visitors to browse through the 
shopping areas of St. Croix’s two 
primary towns, Frederiksted and 
Christiansted. 

Tourists quickly find that Cru- 
cians (as the local folks call them- 
selves) enjoy a smorgasbord of mu- 
sic. Listen close to the tunes pouring 
out of their car radios and you'll 
hear everything from rock to Bach 
- punctuated by French-inspired 
minuets, brassy Cuban salsas and 
hip-swinging “quelbe” songs native 
to St. Croix. One of the big events 
on the island is the annual Blue Bay 


Jazz Festival, a five-day celebration 
of all kinds of jazz but featuring 
Latino compositions. Headliners 
last November included Tito Puente 
Jr., legendary percussionist Pete 
Escovedo, Rolando Briceno and 
the Eddie Russell Quelbe Latin 
Jazz Band. 

Among the 25,000 jazz fans 
who turned out for the 2008 festival 
were large numbers of Spanish- 
speaking guests, many from fami- 
lies who immigrated to St. Croix 
years ago when the sugar cane busi- 
ness fizzled out on Puerto Rico. At 
the jazz fest as well as at other local 
events, announcements are made in 
both English and Spanish. 

Getting there: Besides non- 
stop service to St. Croix from U.S. 
mainland cities such as Miami, 
several airlines schedule quick flight 
connections at San Juan or at the 
VI’s main terminal at St. Thomas. 
Also, numerous sea ferries operate 
between the islands. 

Staying there: St. Croix offers 
some 15 tourist class hotel-resorts 
along with dozens of small inns, 
villas and campgrounds. Among 
top hotels is the 150-suite Caram- 
bola Beach Resort & Spa (www. 
carambolabeach.com), an intimate 
hideaway built by Laurence Rock- 
efeller.
